boundaries of the Town of Bethel, 
Maine is prohibited, However, 
‘common household wastes and mia. 

jals used for normal domestic 
housekeeping are outside the scope 
of this ordinance and whereas the 
‘aditional uses or stonage for use 
of hazardous matérials in agricul. 
ture, silviculture, manufacturing 
and industry are governed by fed- 
eral and state law, it is not the 
intention of this ordinance to im- 
pose further restrictions upon such 
use or storage or disposal of mia- 
terials intended for such use, 

“Any request for an exception 
to the prohibition contained in this 
ordinance shall be submitted in 
writing to the Selectmen of the 
Town of Bethel, who shall place 
the request before ithe voters of 
the town for decision at Town 
meeting, 

‘Tf any part or Pants, section or 
subsection, , entence, clause or
